REDUCED RAILWAY FARES TO DUBLIN 

For the convenience of members attending the Annual 
Meeting in Dublin, the railway companies of Great 
Britain (excepting the Metropolitan, Metropolitan District, 
and London Electric Railway Companies) will issue return 
tickets for both classes at the ordinary single fare and 
one-third for the double journey, fractions’ of 3d. being 
reckoned as 3d. On application to the Financial Secre- 
tary members may obtain a signed voucher, which must 
be surrendered when the ticket is purchased. This 
voucher, issued by the English Railway Clearing House, 
will apply from stations in Great Britain to the Irish 
ports by railway-owned steamers, by the boats of the 
Belfast Steamship, British and Irish Steam Packet, and 


the City of Cork Steam Packet Companies, and by the 
boats of Messrs. Burns and Laird Lines Ltd. If the 
journey to Dublin involves rail journey on the Irish rail- 
ways it will be necessary to produce at the time of 
booking a second voucher enabling members. to take 
advantage of the reduced fare facilities offered by the 
Irish companies. The return journey on the Irish railways 
can be completed at the following rates: Great Northern 
Railway (1.), single fare and three-eighths ; Great Southern 
Railways, single fare and one-half ; other Irish railway 
companies, single fare and one-third. 


TRAIN AND STEAMSHIP SERVICES 
It is assumed that members travelling to Dubl’n from 
London and the South will use the Euston terminus of 
the London Midland and Scottish Railway. From this 
station members have the choice of two routes: (1) a day 
or night service via Holyhead and Kingstown, and (2) a 
night service via Liverpool. For the former journey the

On the steamers, 
however, accommodation will be strictly limited. It is

MOTORING FACILITIES 

Cars may be parked at convenient points in the city 
during the various functions. The police and the patrols 
of the Automobile Association and the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club will guide members in this matter. 

Garages for members’ cars are available, and information 
as to these can be obtained from the representatives of 
the Automobile Association and the Royal Irish Auto- 
mobile Club in the Reception Room. 

A ‘‘ B.M.A.’’ adhesive badge for the windscreens of 
members’ cars will be provided by the Automobile Asso- 
ciation. These may be obtained from A.A. patrols or 
from the representative at the Reception Room. 


IMPORTATION OF MOTOR CARS INTO THE 
IRISH FREE STATE 
The motorist wishing temporarily to import a car into 
the Irish Free State will be well advised to seek the assist- 
ance of the Automobile Association or the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club, as without this he is likely to encounter con- 
siderable trouble as well as delay at the ports of importa- 
tation and exportation. Every motor vehicle is subject to 
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Customs duty, and before importation may take place this 
must be deposited. Arrangements may, however, be made 
through one of the leading motoring organizations whereby 
a heavy cash deposit with the Customs may be avoided 
and a triptyque (Customs permit) may be obtained which 
will secure the entry and exit of the car without delay. 

In addition to the formalities attendant on passing the 
Customs, it is necessary to comply with the Irish Free 
State registration and licensing regulations, and here 
again the services of one of the motoring organizations are 
almost indispensable, as without the international motor 
vehicle and driving permits which they are able to supply 
a motorist cannot use his car in the Irish Free State until 
he has re-registered it and obtained ordinary driving 
licences, as the British licences are not valid in the 
Free State. 

Apart from these essential services, all arrangements 
for shipment are made, including the reservation of car 
space and cabin accommodation, the issue of passenger 
tickets and car freight vouchers, thus relieving the 
motorist of all responsibility and trouble once his tour 
has commenced. Uniformed officials meet the motorist 
at the principal ports in Great Britain and the Irish 
Free State, attending to all formalities on his behalf and 
thus ensuring that he is not inconvenienced in any way. 


MUSEUM 

The Museum will be located in the School of Anatomy 
in Trinity College. The Museum Committee, of which 
Professor T. T. O'Farrell is chairman, with Dr. John Lait 
and Dr. W. R. O'Farrell as secretaries, has arranged 
a series of specimens illustrating the work of the Sections 
and also objects of general interest to be viewed during 
the Annual Meeting. A catalogue has been prepared, and 
will be available for each member visiting the Museum.

Correspondence with the London County Council 


Dear Mapa, April 13th, 1933. 


The Council of the British Medical Association had_ before 
it at its meeting yesterday a report as to certain action 
taken by or on behalf of the Metropolitan Counties Branch 
of the Association in relation to the conditions of appointment 
of consultants and specialists to the service of the Londen 
County Council. The Council of the Association has had 
before it the memorandum presented to the Chief Medical 
Otficer of the London County Council as representing the 
views of the consultants on some points, and certain corre- 
spondence which passed between myseif and you as Chairman 
of the Central Public Health Committee of the London County 
Council. The Council of the Association regrets very much 
that any misunderstanding should have arisen, and desires 
in the friendliest spirit to help to remove any such mis- 
understanding. 

The Council of the Associaticn therefore ventures to ask 
the London County Council to give further cons-deration to 
this matter and, in spite of any misunderstandings which 
may have unfortunately arisen, to accept the offer of a 
frie ‘ndly conference through suitably appointed representatives 
with a view to a solution which would ensure the widest 
possible field of applicants to fill positions in the Service and 
the greatest efficiency of the Service for the benefit of those 
whom it is established to serve.

® of the Association was, at its meeting on April 12th, officially 


apprised for the first time of the questions recently in issue 
between the representatives of the London Consultants and 
the London County Council. 

The Council had before it the original memorandum 
resented to the Chief Medical Officer of the London County 
Council by the Committee acting on behalf of the consultants 
engaged in the Council’s hospital service, and appreciated the 
desire for constructive co-operation which the Committee 
therein expressed. Keports of subsequent events and corre- 
spoadence were also submitted to the Council and, in addition, 

vests from a gencral meeting of London Consultants and 
from the Council of the Metropolitan Counties Branch of the 
Association that the Council should officially inform itself of 


the position and should take whatever action seemed advisable | 


to promote the establishment in the hospitals administered 
by the London County Council of an efficient professional 
consultant service. The Council decided to accede to these 
requests on the understanding that this decision did not 
necessarily imply complete and unqualified approval of the 
action previously taken. 

Tks Council, realizing that the controversy had been marked 

some features that are best forgotten, hopes that its letter 
of April 13th may be regarded as the first step towards the 
renewal of amicable relations. With this object in view the 
Council proposes to omit from consideration all published 
letters and documents which have appeared subsequent to 
the original memorandum of the Consultants Committee. It 
does not desire that any communications prior to the. date 
of that letter which have not yet been submitted to the 
Public Health Committee should now be so submitted, and 
they may be regarded as withdrawn from the discussion. 
The Council of the Association asks the Central Public Health 
Committee to authorize discussion cn any relevant points 
between representatives appointed by itself and the four 
members appointed for this purpose by the Council of the 
Association. 

The points which the Council would wish to include in 
such discussion are as follows: 


1. The desirability and method of consultation with the 
medical profession before proposals seriously affecting the 
work of the profession are finally adopted by the County 
Council. 

2. The method by which advice should be sought as to 
nominations for some branches of the medical service. 

3. Certain details of the terms and conditions of service 
in the reorganized hospital consultant service of the County 
Council—for example: (a) length of session ; (b) remunera- 
tion of anaesthetists ; (c) holiday and sick leave ; (d) pro- 
vision for emergency work ; and any other relevant points 
arising thereout.

DEAR SiR, May 20th. 


The members of the deputation from the Council of the 
British Medical Association which was received by the 
Central Public Health Committee of the London County 
Council on May 18th venture tc communicate with that 
Committee once more, because they believe that, in spite of 
the clear statement of their main request by Dr. Hawthorne 
in his opening speech, the subsequent method of impromptu 
question and answer in which, under the Committee's regula- 
tions, one member of the deputation alone is allowed to 
participate, led to some confusion of ideas and, as it seemed 
to members of the deputation, a probable misconception ct 
the essential suggestions which the Council of the Associa- 
tion wished to make. - 

Put as briefly and broadly as possible, there was really 
only one suggestion, though it has a general aspect and a 
particular application. In its general aspect the suggestion 
is that whenever the London County Council is proposing to 
establish a new branch of its health services, or to make 
any important change in the methods of carrying on such 
services, or in the general terms and conditions under which 
medical practitioners are used in the carrying out of such 
services, there should be an appropriate form of consultation 
between representatives of the Central Public Health Com- 
mittee of the Council and suitably appointed representatives 
of the medical profession prior to the final adoption of the 
proposals by the London County Council. The essential 
position was presented in the opening speech in the phrase 
‘that representatives of the profession shall have an oppor- 
tunity of considering propositions existing in draft form before 
these propositions are translated into a fixed or final form.”’ 
There is no suggestion that any permanent body or com- 
mittee or unit should be set up which the London County 
Council would be under an obligation to consult on every 
such occasion. The occasions might, in fact, be very few 
and far between, and the personnel for purposes of consulta- 
tion might appropriately be chosen with reference to the 
particular service or question which would be under dis- 
cussion. The purpose of the consultation, moreover, would 
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not be primarily the interest of any particular body of practi- 
tioners concerned, though this might naturally enter into the 
discussion, but primarily the efficiency of the health service 
for which the Council was responsible not only with regard 
to its internal working, but also with regard to its bearing 
upon the general work of the medical profession in relation to 
the public. Such consultation would not be concerned at all 
with the grievances, if any, of any individual member of thg 
service, nor is it proposed that there should be any body ot 
persons set up who would interfere in any dispute—if any 
such dispute unfortunately arose—between the Council and 
any section of medical officers employed in its service, 
though in these cases the British Medical Association would 
naturally wish to make in the appropriate form any repre- 
sentations on behalf of its members which it thought desir- 
able. 

The particular and immediate application of this general 
principle of prior consultation, as from time to time neces- 
sary or desirable, is the request that opportunity might be 
afforded at an early date for such consultation between 
representatives of the Central Public Health Committee of 
the London County Council and the four representatives 
appointed by the Council of the British Medical Association 
for this purpose with regard to certain details of the work of 
consultants and specialists in connexion with the County 
Hospitals. The main points of detail which it is desired to 
discuss in an intimate and friendly fashion have been inti- 
mated to the Committee. There is one point of a more 
general character, however, on which the members of the 
deputation are anxious that there should be no misunder- 
standing. They have no complaint to make as to the action 
taken by the London County Council in selecting from among 
applicants those consultants who are eligible for appointment 
to the service. They had no knowledge of the fact that 
advice with regard to those selections would be sought on 
the lines actually taken, and they appreciate that, in 
general, the wish of the consultants that suitable advice 
should be taken has been regarded. The only point in this 
connexion which they think might with possible advantage 
be considered in consultation is the method by which the 
choice of those whose advice is to be sought in connexion 
with prospective appointments might best be made. 

The megnbers of the deputation hope that .the opportuni- 
ties for consultation suggested by them in this and their 
previous letter may be afforded by the Central Public Health 
Committee, though they recognize, of course, quite fully, 
that after any such consultations the final decision on any 
matter rests with the County Council itself, and that aspects 
other than medical have to be taken into consideration.

The Central Public Health Committee of the Council have 
very carefully considered the views expressed on behalf of 
the British Medical Association when representatives of the 
Council of the Association attended before the Committee 
on May 18th, 1933, and in your subsequent letter of May 
20th, 1933, on the matter. 

As reference was made on May 18th to consultations 
between local authorities in charge of hospitals and _ repre- 
sentatives of the voluntary hospitals, and to Circular 1,060 
of the Ministry of Health, I am to point out that under 
Section 13 of the Local Government Act, 1929, the county 
authorities are required, when making provision for hospital 
accommodation in discharge of the functions transferred to 
them, to consult representatives of the voluntary hospita!s 
in the county, including representatives of the medical and 
surgical stafis of the voluntary hospitals. In London a body 
representative of the voluntary hospitals was set up very 
shortly- after the coming into operation of the Act, and repre- 
sentatives of this body and of the Committee have met on 
several occasions and discussed matters arising out of the 
requirements of the Section and others of mutual interest. 
In these discussions a wide interpretation has been placed 
on the Section by the Council, and the Committee are unable 
to see that any advantage would be gained by the setting 
up of additional machinery of consultation for the purposes 
contemplated by the Section. Moreover, the Committee 
have, since the Local Government Act came into operation 


in 1930, consulted, through the County Medical Officer 06d 
Health, leading members of the medical profession in cog 
nexion with the organization of the various branches of the 
hospital service, examples being the formation of a patho. 
logical laboratory service and the provision of facilities for 
undergraduate and post-graduate medical education in the 
Council’s hospitals. In these circumstances and in view of 
the expert medical opinion which is available to the Coungj 
in its own large hospital service, the Committee do not see 
their way to accede to the suggestion of the British Medicaj 
Association that there should be, in addition, arrangements 
involving some form of consultation with the Association 
whenever the Central Public Health Committee have under 
consideration extensions of, or improvements in, the hospital 
service. 

With regard to the request that there should be consulta. 
tion with the Association as to ‘‘ the method by which the 
choice of those whose advice is to be sought in connexiog 
with prospective appointments might best be made,” I am 
to state that in the opinion of the Central Pubiic Health 
Committee this is a matter on which the Council must reserye 
to itself entire freedom and responsibility for any action jt 
may see fit to take or to instruct the County Medical Officer 
of Health to take. It has been the recognized practice, with 
the Committee's approval, during the last three years. jg 
connexion with important appointments in the _ hospital 
service under the Committee’s management, for the County 
Medical Officer of Health to confer with those members of the 
medical profession who are considered to be best qualified 
to afford him assistance in making recommendations to the 
Committee for the selection of the most suitable candidates, 
and the Committee see no reason to alter this arrangement. 
The Committee regret that it appears to be necessary to 
emphasize the fact that the Central Public Health Com 
mittee’s instruction to the County Medical Officer of Health 
to confer with eminent members of the medical profession 
in connexion with the appointment of consultants was not 
due to any representations made by the British Medical 
Association, but was simply following a practice already 
established for the past three years. 

In regard to professional and medical matters, arrangements 
are being made in the case of the Council’s consultant staff 
(similar to arrangements which have been adopted for other 
sections of the medical staff) under which conferences will 
be held between sections of the consultant staif and the 
County Medical Officer of Health, and the Committee con- 
sider that in an exceptionally large hospital service such as 
the Council's this direct method is the one best suited to 
ensure the efficient and smooth working of the service.

The four members appointed by the Council of this Asso 
ciation to act on its behalf in this matter have carefully 
considered your letter of June 23rd, and I am directed to 
send you the following reply. 

The Council of this Association is of course well aware 
that under Section 13 of the Local Government Act, 1929, 
the county authorities are required, when making provision 
for hospital accommodation in discharge of the functions 
transferred to them, to consult representatives of the volun 
tary hospitals in the county, including representatives of the 
medical and surgical staffs of the voluntary hospitals. It is 
also within my Council’s knowledge that in London a Com 
mittee representative of the voluntary hospitals has been set 
up and that this Committee has been recognized by the 
London County Council for the purposes of Section 13. It is 
observed that the London County Council has placed a wide 
interpretation on Section 13 of the Local Government Act 
and that your Committee is unable to see that any advantage 
would be gained by the setting up of additional machinery 
of consultation for the purpose contemplated by the Sectiom 
or presumably for those other matters relating to hospital 
service which the County Council includes in its widef 
interpretation. 


Although the Council of the British Medical Associatiom) 


does not regard the London Voluntary Hospitals Committee 
as being in every respect thoroughly representative or as the)

ideal committee for purposes of consultation in all matters 
arising out of the Council’s discharge of it8 transferred func- 
tion relating to hospital accommodation, it wishes to state 
quite clearly that had some indication that the Council or the 
Central Public Health Committee had consulted or intended 
to consult the London Voluntary Hospitals Committee been 
‘ven at the outset of the present controversy, it would have 
removed considerable misapprehension, and it is unlikely that 
any alternative consultation would have been suggested. 
That there had, in fact, been no such consultation appeared 
to be indicated by the offer publicly made by Lord Riddell 
gs chairman of the Committee of the services of his Com- 
mittee as mediators in the dispute, and the Council of the 
Association has had no evidence before it that any such 
consultation has taken place subsequently. The four members 
appointed by the Council of the Association note, however, 
with pleasure the implied undertaking of the London County 
Council to consult this Committee in regard to its new con- 
sultant and specialist service with a wide interpretation of 
this reference. 

It will be recalled that Circular 1,000 of the Ministry cf 
Health contains the following paragraph: 


“gi. It is the confident hope and expectation of the 
Minister that as procedure under Section 13 becomes estab- 
lished and regular, it may lead to wider arrangements for 
the fullest consultation between the local authority- and the 
medical profession, not merely in regard to institutional 
accommodation and its use, but also in regard to those 
numerous developments in the health provision of the 

le which are implicit in the new organization laid 
down by the Act.’’ 


Careful examination of this paragraph reveals that the 
Minister hoped for, and expected, not only the use of pro- 
cedure set up under Section 13, but the fullest consultation 
between the local authority and the medical profession on 
developments in the authority’s health service. Now that, 
as is stated in your letter of June 23rd, procedure under 
Section 13 has become established, it is hoped that the 
fullest consultation contemplated in this paragraph will also 
be effected with regard to other health matters beyond 
institutional provision. 

With regard to the method by which the choice of those 
whose advice is to be sought in connexion with prospective 
appointments might best be made, I am to express regret 
that no indication was given on the occasion of the dis- 
cussion between the consultants and your Chief Medical 
Officer on the memorandum submitted by the consultants, 
or at any other time, that your Committee intended to seek 
the advice of those best qualified to afford your Chief 
Medical Officer assistance in making recommendations to 
the Committee for the selection of the most suitable candi- 
dates. The deputation which waited upon the Chief Medical 
Officer of the County Council were, on the contrary, left 
with the distinct impression that no such consultation was 
guaranteed or even probable. My Council believes that had 
the opportunity been taken to reassure the consultants that 
advice such as afterwards was taken would be sought by 
your Committee much of the uneasiness that followed 
would have been avoided, and it has already expressed 
appreciation of the fact that such action was afterwards 
taken. 

It is noted that in regard to professional and medical 
matters arrangements are being made in the case of the 
Council’s consultant staff similar to arrangements which have 
been adopted for other sections of the medical staff under 
which consultation will take place between the County Medical 
Officer of Health and the medical officers actually employed 
in the service concerned. I am to reiterate the view ex- 
pressed on behalf of the British Medical Association on May 
8th, 1933, and referred to in my letter of May 20th, that 
when the larger problems of service in any one branch of 
medical service and of extension or reorganization of that 
branch are considered, it would be advantageous that there 
should be consultation, not only with the branch of service 
affected, but with the profession generally. Consultation 
of the kind that your Committee contemplates will un- 


doubtedly ensure a smoothness of working within the service, 
but as any major change or extension is likely to affect 
other branches of the profession or the relations of the 
Profession with the public generally, I am desired to emphasize 


the necd for consultation between your Committee and a body 
representative of the profession, the purpose of such con- 
sultation being, as stated in my letter of May 20th, not 
primarily the interest of any particular body of practitioners, 
but the efficiency of the health service for which the Council 
is responsible. 

Moreover, the Council of the Association is of opinion that 
circumstances may occasionally or possibly arise in which 
it would be proper for any class of the County Council's 
Medical Officer to make representations direct to the County 
Council or its Central Public Health Committee and not 
necessarily through the Chief Medical Officer, and that such 
direct access should be provided for in certain eventualities. °

THE COMING OF AGE OF NATIONAL HEALTH 
INSURANCE 


A BIRTHDAY CELEBRATION 


A luncheon took place at the Hotel Victoria, London, 
cn July 17th, to meet those responsible for creating, 
fashioning, and launching the National Health Insurance 
Act, which came into operation on July 15th, 1912. Those 
responsible for the arrangement of the function were 
the approved societies’ organizations, the British Medical 
Association, the National Association of Insurance Com- 
mittees, and the bodies representing dentistry, oph- 
thalmic service, and pharmacy. The Minister of Health 
(Sir E. Hitton Youn) presided, and the guest cf honour 


was Mr. Lloyd George, who, as Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in 1912, piloted the measure’ through 
Parliament. On arrival, with Dame Margaret Lloyd 


George and his son and daughter, he had a very warm 
welcome from the assembled company. Three at least 
of his Ministerial colleagues of the period were near him— 
Lord Reading, Mr. Winston Churchill, and Sir Herbert 
Samuel—together with two former Ministers of Health, 
Dr. Christopher Addiscn and Mr. Arthur Greenwood, 
also Sir Edwin Cornwall, who was Minister of National 
Health Insurance from 1916 to 1919. Among the mem- 
bers of the present Government who attended, in addi- 
tion to the Chairman, were Mr. J. H. Thomas, Sir 
Kingsley Wood, and Mr. Ernest Brown. The staff of 
the Ministry was well represented by Sir George 
Newman, Sir Arthur Robinsen, Sir Walter Kinnear, and 
others, with Sir John Smith Whitaker and Mr. L. G. 
Brock, recent members. Others at the principal table 
were Sir Claude ‘Schuster and Sir David Shackleton, 
members of the -old National Insurance Cominission, 
and Sir Thomas Hughes, formerly chairman of the Welsh 
Commission. 

The following members of the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee were present: 

Sir Henry Brackenbury, Dr. H. J. Cardale, Dr. H. G. Dain 
(the chairman), Dr. E. K. Le Fleming, Mr. N. Bishop 
Harman, Dr. Lewis Lilley, Dr. H. C. Jonas, Dr. G. W. 
Miller, Dr. Mabel Ramsay, and Dr. W. E. Thomas. 
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Dr. Alfred Cox. The Medical Secretary (Dr. G. C. 
Anderson, the secretary of the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee (Dr. Robert Forbes), and the Scottish Medical 
Secretary (Dr. R. W. Craig) were also present. Mr. 
George Northcroft, President of the British Dental Asso- 
ciation, with a number of representatives cf that body, 
occupied a table, and on every side one saw familiar 
figures in Approved Society and Insurance Committee 
administration. The total number at the tables was 280. 
A brochure handed to each guest ccntained particulars, 
chiefly in the form of figures, of national health insur- 
ance achievement since its inception, and on the cover 
was a reproduction of a cartoon from Punch of 1911, 
showing Mr. Lloyd George piloting a boat in a stormy 
sea, his passengers including a lorgnetted dame, a house- 
maid, a working man, and a dector (known by his shin- 
ing ‘‘ topper ’’), all in various stages of misery and in- 
dignation, while the pitiless philanthropist says, 
‘“ Now, understand, I have brought you out to do yeu 
good and good I wiil do you whether you like it or not.’’ 
The Right Hon. Sir E. Hittron YounG proposed the 
toast of ‘‘ National Health Insurance.’’ He said that 
this was the toast of a great idea, and it was coupled 
with the name of the great parent of that idea. How 
healthy and stalwart was this ‘‘ child ’’’ on attaining its 
majority! The figures for National Health Insurance 
were of almost astronomical magnitude. The number of 
persons insured under the scheme was 18,500,060. From 
the inception of the scheme up to the present date the 
amount disbursed in benefits had been £490,000,000. 
But it was personality in administration which mattered 
most, and he was interested to find that 7,000 approved 
societies were administering the benefits, that 19,250 
medical practitioners were under contract of service in 
connexion with the scheme, and that there were 12,000 
chemists’ establishments supplying drugs and appliances. 
He proceeded to say a word of appreciation of the work 
of the approved societies. They represented in them- 
selves, what was in the very genius of our nation, variety 
in forms of administration—the absence of any merely 
mechanical uniformity, an adaptation to local p<culiarities 
and interests. That was no smail asset. He next said 
a word of praise with regard to the medical profession. 
His brief experience of his high office as Minister of 
Health had shown him how admirably the medical pro- 
fession in connexion with the Act discharged its functions. 
The profession was the very backbone of the scheme, 
and he had learned to admire its capacity for the adapta- 
tion of its services to the scheme’s necessities. Continuing, 
he said that there was no better proof of the success of 
an organization of this kind than the fact that it was 
imitated by others. To the originators of the scheme 
it must afford great gratification to realize the extent to 
which British National Health Insurance had _ received 
that sincerest of all forms of flattery. Since the initiation 
of the scheme in this country, no fewer than twelve other 
countries, as widely apart as Norway and Japan, had 
instituted organizations similar to that existing here. 


‘““When my mind turns back to the stormy days of the 
infancy of the scheme, when I think of the bitter opposition 
which it excited in its initial stages—for my political memory 
is long enough to remind me of that—and when I compare 
all this with the atmosphere of friendly co-operation which 
now exists, I think it is an enormous testimony to the 
excellence of the work done by you, the pioneers, twenty-one 
years ago. Of course, at all times one must be on the alert 
to make sure that one’s institutions are still abreast of the 
needs of the times, and that absolute value is still being 
received for all effort and expenditure ; but looking back 
to those harsh old days, when so many people proclaimed 
that they would never lick stamps for Mr. Lloyd George, 
I do feel that you have every reason to congratulate your- 
selves on what has been accomplished. It is a tribute also 
to the excellence of the scheme that it survived the great 
trial and strain of the war, and that it has survived an even 
greater trial—namely, the prolonged depression and unemploy- 
ment and shrinkage of national and individual income which

I am glad that we have lived to see the tree grow and bear 
abundant fruit in the improvement of the health of the 
community, in the lifting of misery, wretchedness, penury, 
and anxiety from millions of households, and to see how this 
great scheme, like others, has added to the security of the 
State at a time when States and nations are rocking and 
reeling to an unknown destiny. (Loud applause.) 

Mr. Srantey L. Durr briefly proposed the health of the 
chairman. He said that he could recollect how one civil 
servant, one who was gathered into that wonderful aggrega- 
tion of talent collected by Sir Robert Morant in 1911-12, and 
who had since had a distinguished career elsewhere, referred 
to July 15th, 1912, not as the “‘ appointed day ’’ under some 
given section of the Act, but as ‘‘ joy day.’’ It was a day 
that marked a distinct advance in his domain, and that 
process had continued. There had been as the result of it 
the most fruitful contact between the administrators outside 
the Department and those within the Ministry. They had 
learned many things about each other, and had been brought 
closer together on the firm ground of understanding. In a 
tribute to Sir Hilton Young, he said that the present Minister 
came to his office bearing the respect of them all, and he had 
remained in it to earn their affection. 

Sir E. Httton Youns, after acknowledging the compliment, 
thanked Mr. Lloyd George for his ‘‘ enchanting speech,’’ and 
also expressed thanks to those who had made the occasion 
possible, in particular to Sir Thomas Neill, the chairman of 
the reception committee. ‘‘ We part with the memory of 
high work well celebrated.” 


THE CAPITATION FEE 
DEPUTATION TO MINISTER OF HEALTH 
Sir Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, received a 
deputation on July 14th from the Insurance Acts Com- 
mittee of the British Medical Association. The members 
of the committee present were:

Dr. Darn said that he had been asked to explain to the 
Minister, on behalf of the Insurance Acts Committee, its 
views on the question of the capitation fee paid to 
national health insurance practitioners. There had been no 
revision of the capitation fee since 1924. Although at that 
date it was contemplated that the rate of 9s. then fixed 
would be open to revision after a short period, neither the 
Ministry nor the insurance practitioners had since reopened 
the question. In the meantime insurance practitioners 
had laboured to improve the efficiency of the service, and 
he believed that they had been successful. Their success 
was indeed shown by the increased popularity of the 
medical service among insured persons. Since 1924 there 
had been a substantial increase in the services which 
practiticners were required to render, and the practitioners 
had contemplated asking for a revision of the capitation 
fee in 1932. They believed that, after full allowance had 
been made for the fall in the costs of living, etc., they 
could then still have established a good claim for an 
increase in the fee. The national financial crisis had, 
however, intervened, and insurance practitioners had been 
confronted with the request made to them to agree, and 


| 
| 
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they had agreed, to a deduction of 10 per cent. in the fee. 
This deduction had affected them seriously. They had 
had to perform more work for less money, and at the 
same time the profits of private practice had diminished. 
There was no doubt that in some areas—for example, the 
North-East Coast and South Wales—insurance practitioners 
were experiencing quite serious hardship, and that this 
was leading to increasing discontent. The Insurance Acts 
Committee wished first to ask the Minister whether he had 
any evidence of this discontent resulting in inefficiency 


in the national health insurance service. The committee’ 


did not wish at present to argue the merits of the case 
for an increase in the capitation fee. It believed that 
it had a sound case for such an increase, but it 
realized that other factors had to be taken into account; 
the financial position of the nation, as exemplified, among 
other things, by the continuance in the cuts suffered 
by panel practitioners and other servants of the public 
and the heavy costs of social services were questions 
which had to be considered. For these reasons insurance 
practitioners believed it to be important that their claim 
for an increase in the capitation fee should be put forward 
at the most appropriate time, and they desired, in the 
second place, to ask the Minister, as having responsibility 
to the country and to Parliament for the panel service, 
whether, in his view, the time was now suitable for such 
a claim to be made. They were anxious that there should 
be no breach in the friendly relations existing between 
the Ministry and insurance practitioners, and that the 
claim, when made, should be submitted to arbitration to 
be decided equitably on its merits. In the meantime they 
wished to assure the Minister that the relationship between 
insurance practitioners and their patients would not be 
affected, and that practitioners would continue their efforts 
to give a completely satisfactory service. 

The MINIsTeR said that he warmly appreciated the 
clarity and helpfulness of the statement made by Dr. 
Dain. He fully agreed with all that Dr. Dain had said 
about the improvement that had been made in the health 
insurance medical service. Dr. Dain had asked first what 
his view was as to the extent to which the dissatisfaction 
felt by some practitioners at the present rate of the capita- 
tion fee was proving detrimental to the insurance service. 
He had made inquiry on this point through the regional 
medical officers. He believed that such dissatisfaction 
as existed was due to the 10 per cent. cut rather than to 
the basic rate of the capitation fee. There was, however, 
no evidence at all of any falling off in the efficiency of the 
service. With his knowledge of the high standards of the 
medical profession, he had not anticipated that his in- 
quiries would lead him to any other conclusion. Dr. Dain 
had not asked him, and indeed he did not desire, to dis- 
cuss the merits of a claim for an increase in the capitation 
fee. The second question put to him was whether, in his 
view, the present was the most appropriate moment in 
the public interest and in the interests of insurance practi- 
tioners for such a claim to be made. It had to be recog- 
mized that the 10 per cent. cut was part of a general 
scheme of economy over the whole field of Government 
expenditure. It had been the Government’s object to 
distribute the sacrifices called for as equitably as possible, 
and any claim for a restcration of the cuts must be con- 
sidered as a whole. 

Dr. Dain said that the Insurance Acts Committee fully 
appreciated this. 

The Minister said that the Government was clear that 
the time had not yet come at which the restoration of the 
economy cuts could be contemplated. He feared also that 
as yet there had been no such general change in the 
prosperity of the nation as would enable the Government 
to contemplate willingly a reconsideration of the basis of 
the capitation fee. His answer to the question put to 
him must therefore be that in his view the present would 
not be an appropriate time at which to put forward a 
claim for an increase in that fee. He would invite the 
Insurance Acts Committee to consider what the conse- 
quences would be if, nevertheless, it decided to put 
forward a claim for arbitration. In the first place, it was 
obvious that counter-arguments could be submitted, and 
might prevail. The result of arbitration might therefore 


be a lowering and not a raising of the capitation fee. 
however, the result was an increase in the capitation fee 
then the question must at once arise whether the finangs 
position did not necessitate some measure of reduction jg 
the service provided. There was no source from yy} 
new money could be found. An Exchequer grant ogy 
certainly not be contemplated. These considera 
seemed to him to support the view he had expressed that 
it would be inappropriate to raise the question of a 
increase in the capitation fee at present.

Dr. Vincent Norman then read a paper on haemoptysy 
and its treatment, confining himself to haemoptysis due t 
pulmonary tuberculosis. In regard to pathology, Dr. Normy 
said that haemoptysis was usually due to the ulceration of, 
blood vessel, but occasionally it was caused by the bursti 
of an unsupported vessel running across a cavity. Very fep 
patients actually died from haemoptysis, and he had knomfi 
patients recover who had lost two pints or more. Treatment 
aimed, in the first place, at reducing the pulmonary bloo 
flow, and in the second at increasing the coagulability of th 
blood. With regard to the former the most important thig 
was to calm the patient; although there were two schools g 
thought concerning the administration of morphine, he cor 
sidered that one dose at the onset was of great value. Th 
patient should be propped up, and should be allowed to cough 
to clear the tubes of blood clots. No useful purpose wa 
served by giving ice and cold drinks. Purgation was vey 
necessary to successful treatment. Of drugs calcium chlond 
or calcium lactate were most useful, and they should } 
injected into the thigh. In his opinion horse scrum was m 
of any value. 

An interesting discussion followed Dr. Norman’s paper, i 
which Drs. Matpas, HammMonp, Cookson, 
Pepiey, Hore, and Kinsey Morcan took part, and th 
meeting closed with a very hearty vote of thanks to D 
Norman for his interesting contribution.
